Three high officials of Scotland Yard 
left immediately in a highpowered au- 
tomobile for Godstone, tut on their 
arrival found that Carol and his red 
haired sweetie, Magda Lupescu, were 
in London seeing a movie. The detec- 
tives immediately dashed back to Lon- 
don to consult the deputy assistant 
commissioner of police, Sir Wyndham 
Childs, and other officials. Carol's 
movements were traced and the police 
automobile dashed back to Godstone, 
catching the pair returning from the 
cinema. 

As far as is known, the request to 
Carol to leave was delivered to him. 
Officers at an early hour this morning 
informed newspaper men that no mes 
sages would be delivered to the M. | 
Jonescu’s house, where Carol is stay- 
ing, and nobody would be allowed to 
enter. They also said that the “ house 
no longer is under control of M. 
Jonescu.“ 

It is understood that Prince 
and Mme. Lupescu will be escorted 
‘tomorrow aboard a steamer for 
Europe. A statement will be made on 
the matter in the house of commons 
tomorrow by the secretary for home 
affairs.

A $5,000,000 skyscraper is to be built 
at the southwest corner of South Wa- 
ter street and Michigan avenue in the 
near future and will be occupied in 
large part by the Union Carbide and 
Carbon corporation, according to re- 
ports current yesterday. 

At present the corporation occupies 
space in three loop buildings, and the 
tentative plans indicate that 60 per 
cent of the new structure will be de 
voted to their needs. The site is 
owned by Paschen Brothers, contrac- 
tors, who obtained it from the Keeley 
and Quan estates on a ninety-nine year 
lease. The old building on the land 
has been unoccupied since the Wacker 
drive improvement was completed.

Mail Robber 
Shot to: Death 


_ William Jackson, gangster, wanted 
as one of the robbers who held up a 
Grand Trunk mail train at Evergreen 
Park on Feb. 25 and obtained $133,000, 
was shot and killed by the side of his 
Chrysler roadster in the rear of 6308 / 
South Chicago avenue early this morn- 
ing. For hours his identity was un- 
known, and it was not learned until 
the bureau of identification records 
had been searched. es 

At first it was believed the slain 
man was from New York and that he 
had been killed in an alcohol feud. 
His clothing was of fine texture and 
had been bought in New York and his 
automobile bore a New York license. 
All of the five men sought for the 
robbery of the Grand Trunk train 
have been taken into custody, except 
Jackson and Virgil Litsinger, They 
have been the object of a nation-wide 
search ever since the robbery. 


Police Theory of Killing. 

Following the identification of Jack- 

son, police began seeking for a theory 
to account for his assassination. They 
advanced the belief that he had been 
slain because he had double crossed 
some of his pals in a division of, the 
spoils of the robbery. 
As the police saw the crime, Jackson 
had gone to New York immediately 
after the robbery and took with him 
a large part of the loot, much of which 
has not been recovered. There they 
believe he outfitted himself in fine 
clothing, bought a new automobile, and 
grew a mustache that he thought 
would conceal his identity when he re 
turned to Chicago. 

That he arrived here only a day or 
two ago and his arrival soon became 
known in gangland is the further 
theory of the police, arid his death 
was decreed. Then he was lufed to 
the place which his body was found. 


No Money in Pockets. 
Jackson was found lying in the 
street on the pavement, with a bullet 
hole in the back of his head. No 
money was found in his pockets, and 
it is believed that any of the loot 
he may have brought back with him 
was taken by his slayers. 

With Jackson in the mail robbery 
were Charles Limpy ” Cleaver, Frank 
Messia, William Donovan, and Lit- 
singer, according to government of- 
ficials. Cleaver’s home was raided re- 
cently and machine guns, a ilarge 
quantity of dynamite, and $9,000 
the loot were found.

INSPECT Schools, 


A program of rigid inspection for 
public, private, and parochial schools, 
attended by 750,000 Chicago children: 
was inaugurated yesterday when Fire 
Commissioner A. W. Goodrich ap- 
proved plans submitted by the newly 
appointed chief of the fire prevention 
bureau, John Touhy. 

Calling together the twelve division 
marshals, assistant fire marshals, and 
the 40 battalion chiefs, Chief Touhy 
explained all phases of fire prevention 
in schools and outlined plans for a 
standard method of inspection. The 
lack of provision made for fire fight- 
ing in the average school is startling,” 
Chief Touhy declared. “Even more 
startling is the poor upkeep of the 
equipment.” 

Each school will be inspected three 
times yearly, Chief Touhy stated.

A board of inquiry has absolved the commander 
ot the coast guard destroyer Paulding of any 
blame for the ramming of the submarine S-4 off 
Provincetown last December. The Paulding was 
one of twenty-five destroyers turned ever to the 
coast guard by the navy in order to combat the 
rum fleet lying off the Atlantic coast.

A naval court investigated 
the disaster and divided the blame between the 
two vessels, It censured the officers of the Pauld- 
ing for having failed ‘to keep an efficient lookout. 
The board of inquiry which absolved the Pauld- 
ing s officers and crew—and not only held them

John A. Kennedy, liquor exporters 
agent, crown officials suy, knew more 
about liquor shipments on which taxes 
had not been paid, than any other 
man. He was murdered in Munroe, 


Mich. 
Victim of Kidnapers. 

Kennedy was to have testified when 
the customs investigation sat last 
summer at Windsor. He disappeared 
the day before and did not turn up 
for three months. It is now said that 
he was kidnaped at that time. 

Kennedy told his friends in Windsor 
last week that he had been summoned 
as a witness in the case to collect 
$430,000 back taxes. He intimated that 
he intended to withhold nothing. He 
had had long conferences with Ottawa 
officials. Then he disappeared. 

Every indication points to his hav- 
ing been killed by rum runners. 

Explains His Importance. 

N. W. Rowell, conducting the case 
for the government, today referred to 
the story which the murdered witness 
could have told. He indicated that 
there would be an effort to introduce 
as evidence information given officials 
by Kennedy. 

Officials of the Carling brewery deny 
that Kennedy was in any way con- 
nected with their operations. 

“His story would have helped us,” 
Sam Lowe, head of the brewery’s ex- 
port operations, sai‘. |

INSURANCE FIELD 


BY HARPER LEECH. 


The comparative under develop- 
ment of the life insurance arm of 
Chicago's financial power and that 
of New York is indicated by the fol- 
lowing figures as to the insurance in 
force, income and assets of life com- 
panies domiciled here and in New 
York on an identical date. 

Sixteen companies with home offices in 
Chicago had §971,548,970 of insurance in 
force, with an income of $34,643,009 
assets of $135,097,835. 

The largest company had $173,286;705 
of insurance in force, the smallest 
$3,729,942. Only three companies had 
over $100,000,000 of insurance in force, 
but most of the companies range over 
$30,000,000. 

It is quite evident that New York com- 
panies have more insurance in effect in 
Chicago than the total insurance written 
by all the Chicago concerns. New York 
city companies had on that date 328, 
758,608,158 insurance in force, an in- 
come of $1,316,224,855, and. assets of 
$5,212,762,204. . 

* 

The importance of these insurance 
companies to the New York money mar- 
ket’ may be guaged roughly by compar- 
ing their income of $1,316,224,855—money 
in search of investments—with our an- 
nual capital flotations including refind- 
ing of something over seven billion dol- 
lars per year. ‘ ; 

The New York companies at the close 
of 1926 held about 40 per cent of all 
the assets of all the life insurance com- 
panies of America. This “amounts to 
about 1% per cént of all the wealth of 
America—in liquid, negotiable form for 
the most part. 

The large size of the New York com- 
panies is another factor of financial 
power. 

The largest of the New York com- 
panies had 313,498, 981,627 of insurance 
in force and through its various kinds 
of policies sustained direct financial rela- 
tions with a very large part of the popu- 
lation of America. Through its welfare 
and life extension work it keeps itself 
constantly in the minds of its patrons— 
and that of itself is of great importance 
to New York as a money market and 


| investment center. 


The smallest New York company has 
insurance in force of $20,448,651. 

Four of the companies have insurance 
in fdrce in excess of three billion and a 
half dollars, and it is probable that the 
big companies would be bigger yet if it 
had not been for the legislative restric- 
tions put on them after 1906.

Beet Soufflee. 

When a souffiée is more or less of 
the egg pudding type, with a sauce 
as its base, we think it a mistake to 
bake it until the top looks like the 
top of a popover, or till it becomes 
stiff and crusty. And we would never 
add any baking powder—only a little 
is used—because in that case the 
crust is likely to be stiffer than when | 
made without it. 

While the highest grade souffiée is 
made with whites of eggs and with- 
out any filling save that which char- 
acterizes it, what is called a cheese, 
souffiée is made with either a white 
sauce foundation or with bread 
crumbs and milk, and, for a vegetable 
souffiée, perhaps the best foundation | 
is a dough or paste like that for cream 
puffs. At any rate, we have liked this 
best for a beet souffiée made as fol- 
ws: 

Melt one ounce of butter in & 
saucepan and as it melts work into it 
three level tablespoons of flour. Add 
to this one-half cup of cold water and, 
using a wooden spoon, bring the 
whole to a boil with constant stir- 
ring. After it gets to the boiling 
point, boil or cook for three minutes 
with the stirring. Take from the stove 
then, add one-half teaspoon salt and 
other seasonings if you like, work into 
it the unbeaten yolk of an egg and 
then a second. 

Then work in five tablespoons of 
finely chopped beet and finally the 
stifiy beaten whites of two eggs, to 
which has been added a teaspoon of 
sugar. Bake about twenty minutes 
If it is baked 
too long, or in too hot an oven, it 
will be undesirably stiff all through 
instead of creamy.
